Its edftorials on obesity and the politeness of using tooth-picks are of wonder¬ 
ful importance, and such learned productions will improve the geucral condition 
of the people. 

The strength of these papers as a real factor cousists largely in the oditorials 
advocating trade unionism and the public control and ownership of some orgao- 
ixed utility. Its advocacy of trade miioniam la a blessing in so far as it cre¬ 
ates seif-confidence. res|>ect and <‘ourage in the s’urking class in resisting capi¬ 
talism. but after filling the w'orkingman with pride and with a profound appre¬ 
ciation of his inipoitnnce, it leaves him blind-fuldeil ns to what road he should 
take for his PERMANENT ELEVATION and ECONOMIC INDEPEND¬ 
ENCE. 

lu editorials, suggesting and advocating the nationoKxing of Industries, fre¬ 
quently mention the word *‘ 2 !< 0 CIAL 1 SM’' and uiinimizc the prejudice against the 
term, conveying a hazy conception of what .H(M*ialists are after. To the extent 
that it does awray w'ith blind prejudi(-c tow'urd Socialism and entire ignorance of 
the subje<-t, we may be grateful, but on this subject the iHlitorials in these pa¬ 
pers fail at the very crucial jKiiiit where strengih is essential. -Tlliat Is,, in point¬ 
ing out that the capitalist class, w'hile it may make u few* conecssJous to the 
working class, can never alsdish ihc wage system, nor institute the public own¬ 
ership of the means of produclioii and distribution. 

The writers of its oditorials do not siH-m to understand the nature of the 
class interests and <Hinfii(lri in niwlcrn society, nor the lusturicnl iiii|Mirtance or 
meaning of this c<mHict. 

Changes in the iwlitlcal state w'liich an* grantiMl by capitalists, cither rolnn- 
tarily, or through the pressure of the proletariat, are mere reforms, which may 
or may not hare u tendency to pcrpetuntecapitalisiu, depending iiism the nature of 
the reform. 

The SiK'lulists. on the other hand, are striving'for a c<»mplclc change in the 
purixisc of industry, viz., the substitution for pnHlitctiun f<ir nrolit l*y pnniuctiou 
for use and ctmsufnpiiou. There is nothing In the poliey or editorials of llearst’s 
papers wliieh indicate a grasp of tltis and which give any idea uf a piirpost' to 
assist in alMilishing the pn^seiit system. 

It moy be argmnl that it w'oiild nut be policy for them to go so far as to nil-

doubtful and a debatable question yet in.

Besides— 
and that's where the rub comes in, ladies 
and gentlemen!—by the abolition of slav¬ 
ery, revolutionary as the action inuy have 
been, SOCIAL OUDKU WAS NOT 
SUB\ KitTED, while the Socialists most 
eugerlv seek to cause BU(‘h subversion. 

If Mr. lieiter will inquire of the former 
slave owners of the South whether they, 
tpo, are of the opinion that sTK*inl order 
has not been subverted by the setting 
free of their black chattels, he w'ili most 
probably loam thot they disagree with 
him to an alarming extent.

Socialism, Mr. lieiter declaims, would 
work to the serious detriment of even the 
common day laborer, whom, according to 
the Socialists' pleadings, it is inteude<l 
to benefit most, aye, solely. If such a 
one ia diligent, frugal and saving, be may 
pm aside a part of his wage and tbere- 
w’ith secure in time a lot and a house for 
himself and his progeny. Socialism, by 
doing away w'ith the glorious wage sys¬ 
tem, intends to deprive the afore.sald dili¬ 
gent. frugal and saving man of his wage 
and thereby rob him of the opportunity 
to save a little something and eo in time 
to secure a house, or at least a nice and 
durable mortgage. We plead guilty, rev¬ 
erend sir! We don't want that diligent 
man to be so frugal and saving. We 
don't want him to starve himm-lf, hix 
wife and his children, to deprive them of 
all joy and ail pleasure of life in chasing 
after that little house or mortgage. We'll 
let him have that house without the sav¬ 
ing. not as a rcw'ard for self-inflicteil 
deprivation, but ns his right. As to his 
progeny—being full-fledg^ parts in so¬ 
ciety's co-partnership, they will not stand 
in need so much of his foresight, of his 
w'eak individoal efforts to provide for the 
safety of their future. This everlasting 
care onent the future of his children, 
now so constantly nagging .at the very 
vitals of the workingman, will be token 
from him as soon as he and his fellow's 
set themselves free. Bankers, merchant 
princes, captains of industry, and their 
Ilk, also troubled at present on account 
of their children’s future, by the fear 
that these might not be able to hold to- 
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counlr}' we demand tbe passage of such 
laws ax may be necessary to protect it 
iu all its rights." It outtlifietl tbe im- 
l^rtance of this expression by tbe asser¬ 
tion “that the money question was para* 
inout to ell others at that time.”

Tbe 
Uevenmd lieiter obviously holds to the 
floleful persuasion that this advice and 
other tenchingK of the Master do not just 
til into our Social Ortler, and therefore 
unavoidably must be xhclvixl. 

Did our pious lectimT ever trouble 
h|tiise]r with the question whether—from 
his olleged own standpoint n Social Onler 
is ri'nlly worthy of defeiist* that will not 
iiml cannot allow* men to live up to the 
very rules and prinoIpk-B laid down in the 
er«*e<l they aver? What good does the 
Reverend Mr. lieiter, citizen from choice 
of this democratic republic, find in n So¬ 
cial Onler prevtmtlng that equality of 
all the citisens which tbe constitution of 


RepreseutativeA, and it now makes mu- 
olcipal ownership tbe Democratic 
ihiboleth in onr cities and naturally sag- 
gests national ownership os the next 
preeideotial compaign issue. 

It ia quite uatural that some indi¬ 
vidual like Heari't, who perceives tbe 
political teend and has the means ot 
band, dioald seek to become the personal 
representative ot t.uia intellectual and 
political curreut, and endeavor, as the 
most prominent opportunist of tbe Demo¬ 
cratic party, to draw the Democratic 
party from ita life-long opposition to hu¬ 
man progress, and swing it out into this 
current of thought and enjoy tho ad- 
rantagea of leadership ax the party 
drifts rapidly w*Ub tho current into the 
sea of i^inlism in w'hich it must be 
inevitably merg.xl. 

It is most d&airable that the Socialist 
should jireserve this drift, that tbe domi¬ 
nant (Militical thought rests on the past 
and prttseut; tliat the dominant {xililical 
party always seeks to maintain tbe exist¬ 
ing status, and that the oupoeitiou parly 
can ho{>e to become the uomiuant iiarty 
not by advaccing too far ahead, but by 
wise anticipation of the rapid change in 
tho political thought of the masses. 

And further, that the change in polit¬ 
ical thought, while greatly influenced by 
the agitation of abstract principles, is 
tiiniilded mainly by e(*<>uomi<* changes 
which affect the material existence of 
the mass of mankind. This, it seems to
